think for themselves. 

Ernst Plays Same Old Game 

Mr. Ernst, with pleasing address 
and personality and with evident fa- 
miliarity with its content* med the 
time for his address in a discussion 
of tiie covenant of the League of Na- 
tions. He held the undivided atten- 
tion of his audience thro ughout his 
speech, and unquestionably made a 
vote-getting appeal to the man who 
is not familiar with i-ecent history 
and the texti of the League of Nations 
covenant.
